While every school district 
has to deal with last-minute 
resignations almost annually, 
Andover is well-stocked with 
teachers this year, she says. 

Bach believes Andover does-

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Larsen pushes charter review

ndover’s government underwent 
massive changes during the late 
950s, when the town created its 
charter. Now, Selectman Larry Larsen 
says it’s time to do a sweeping review of 
the entire town charter for the first 
time. 

“Possibly no single issue has caused 
as much furor as when I proposed this,” 
says Larsen. 

No wonder. In the 1950s, when the 
town established the charter Larsen 
wants to review, it marked the end of an 
era. 

By 1958, Andover residents at Town 
Meeting had voted to install a strong 
town manager for the first time, turn 24 
previously elected positions into 
appointed posts and to bar selectmen, 
School Committee and Finance Com- 
mittee members from holding other 
offices. 

One year later, in 1959, all incumbent 
selectmen were voted out of office. 

Larsen says he wants a charter com- 
mission to review the charter in large 
part because of frequent complaints 
from residents about recent Town Meet- 
ings. Some residents say they didn’t get 
a chance to speak on certain issues, 


while others think there are too many 
articles to discuss, or that the town has 
grown too big for an open Town Meet- 
ing. 
Possible solutions being bantered 
about include creating two annual 
Town Meetings, replacing open Town 
Meeting with a representative one or 
tinkering with the current Town Meet- 
ing format. 

Larsen says he supports the current, 
open Town Meeting, in which any regis- 
tered voter can vote and speak on any 
article. But he says selectmen should 
give the voters a chance to decide what 
they prefer. 

“T feel that, as selectmen, it’s our 
obligation to respond to the body politic. 
Our charter has had no review since 
1959,” says Larsen. “I feel we should be 
opening ourselves and opening the 
process to a study.” 

Larsen says selectmen and other 
public officials should not conduct the 
study, but instead should make it “as 
much an outsiders’ effort as possible.” 
He says the board of selectmen “has 
already made up its mind.” 

“Those you’d expect to be pro-Town

Exactly 14 months ago, Andover set- 
tled the lawsuits surrounding the 
Andover High School construction pro- 
ject, ending a lengthy and contentious 
legal struggle. At least, that’s what 
town counsel Tom Urbelis said back in 
July 1998. 

But today, selectmen are still refus- 
ing to release notes from certain secret 
meetings about the school project, say- 
ing the problems may not be over. 

“We are holding some because there 
is a threat of a lawsuit,” says Chairman 
John Hess. 

As has been previously reported in 
the Townsman, the threat is coming 
from architect Earl R. Flansburgh + 
Associates. 

After an out-of-court settlement was 
reached, the town reported the archi- 
tect had paid it money as part of the set- 
tlement, but that no money had 
exchanged hands between the contrac- 
tor and the town. 

However, it also became public that

the architect had to pay a financial set- 
tlement to the contractor. 

This second bit of information gave 
the impression that the architect was 
responsible for the numerous problems 
that put the project years behind sched- 
ule and millions of dollars over budget. 

Because of this, selectmen indicate 
they fear the architectural firm might 
sue them, claiming this release of infor- 
mation damaged its business. 

However, Mohawk Road resident 
Dennis Teves maintains the town 
should release the notes from these 
secret sessions, and has pushed the 
town to do so for months. Teves asked 
for the release the minutes again at the 
last selectmen’s meeting, Aug. 23. 

“There is still a legal action pend- 
ing,” said Hess to Teves. “(There’s a 
possibility) that we could, at any time, 
be back in court, so we cannot release 
those minutes.” 

“So, in other words, we could go for 
10, 15, 20 years without knowing what 
happened with this project?” asked 
Teves, rhetorically. 
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Teves still seeking minutes on AHS suit 


Teves noted the town is refusing to 
let the residents know about a previous 
school building project, while seeking 
millions for new schools. 


Transcripts coming 

Besides withholding the notes from 
some secret sessions about the 
Andover High project, selectmen also 
have not yet supplied transcripts of 
their most recent meetings. 

Residents at this year’s Town Meet- 
ing voted to have the town provide 
transcripts of every regular meeting of 
the Board of Selectmen. 

Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski 
says the town has been taping meetings 
and sending the tapes to a certified 
court stenographer since the new fiscal 
year started July 1. The transcripts will 
cost $3.50 per page. 

But, as of the selectmen’s Aug. 23 
meeting, none of the transcripts were 
available. Hess says the town should 
either get the stenographer to return 
the transcripts within three weeks, or 
hire someone else to type them.

The company’s former CEO, Nor- 
man Gaut, was named to replace 
Bond, effective yesterday, Wednesday. 

Under Bond, PictureTel launched a 
smaller version of its videoconferenc- 
ing system called SwiftSite, and also 
formed a relationship with Intel 
Corp., the semiconductor company, to 
help design an office videoconferenc- 
ing system for the desktop. 

However, the company’s financial 
troubles continued, with losses of 
$39.4 million in 1997 and $55.7 million 
in 1998.

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Group to air flooding concerns over Route 3 project 


Andover residents who love their 
river may want to take another look at 
the state’s effort to widen Route 3. 

While Route 3 does not run through 
Andover, its expansion would mean a 
change in wetlands in the Concord River 
and Shawsheen River watersheds, says 
Jack Brady, an Andover resident and 
member of the Shawsheen River Water- 
shed Association. 

The SRWA is an offshoot of the Merri- 
mack River Watershed Association, 
Brady says, and is in the process of 


becoming a non-profit organization. 

The group will meet tonight (Thurs- 
day, Sept. 2) at 7 p.m. in the Tewksbury 
Library to discuss the issue and to craft a 
proposal to send to the state Department 
of Environmental Protection. 

The widening of Route 3 is expected to 
consume 25 acres of wetlands, which the 
state has proposed to recreate in other 
areas. 

“A one-for-one swap sounds good up 
front, but we don’t really know how good 
that is,” Brady says. 


The state DEP has begun discussions 
with the MRWC to address potential 
effects on the wetlands from the project, 
but Brady is concerned that the wetlands 
created won’t prevent flooding the way 
the existing wetlands do, “the way that 
God and mother earth intended.” 

He praises the government’s efforts to 
make decisions “on a watershed basis,” 
but is concerned that flooding of the 
Shawsheen River Watershed will 
increase.

Brady, says he doesn’t expect his prop- 
erty, on a hill on Cross Street far from the 
river, to be flooded, but he does enjoy 
canoeing on the Shawsheen River. 

“This (project) cannot help the flood- 
ing problem down river,” he says.

Talk about 


Town Meeting 


OK class, summer vacation is over. It’s 
time to settle down, do your homework and 
start producing some results. 

No, we’re not talking to the several thou- 
sand schoolchildren who return to the 
halls of learning next week. This message 
is aimed at their elders — local voters — 
and concerns the heart of participatory 
democracy here in Andover — the Town 
Meeting. 

For years now, the town’s annual legisla- 
tive gathering has been becoming increas- 
ingly unwieldy. That has caused some vot- 
ers to become frustrated at the length of 
time it takes to wallow through more than 
100 articles on several spring nights. Some 
of them have tried to limit the number of 
speakers on an issue, or to limit the 
amount of time any one person can speak. 

Others are frustrated that at this, the one 
time of the year when anybody and every- 
body should be allowed to express their 
view on legislation before the town, they 
are cut off by impatient malcontents who 
want to move things along. 

And all of this has produced what a 
number of citizens bemoan as a decline of 
civility and a lack of trust in dedicated pub- 
lic servants. 

Well, now there is a chance to talk about 
it, outside of the spotlights and limits of 
Town Meeting. 

Town Moderator James Doherty and the 
League of Women Voters are discussing 
how Town Meeting could be improved or 
modified. The League will be sending a sur- 
vey to its members on the subject. A copy 
of the questions is included in this week’s 
Townsman. 

In addition, Selectman Larry Larsen, 
who has been talking about a major char- 
ter review for some time now, recently 
made good on his promise to publicly push 
for it. 

While he’s meeting some resistance, it’s 
hard to see why. There has never been a 
major review of the charter since it was 
created more than 40 years ago. Surely it is 
past time for a public airing of the town’s 
“constitution.” 

A review doesn’t necessarily mean any- 
thing has to change. The town’s mode of 
government is still up to those who live 
here and pay the bills — the local voters. 

But our world has changed in drastic 
ways since then. Town Meeting, which 
may have worked well in the ’50s, clearly 
has its dysfunctional moments now. It is 
well worth at least discussing ways to 
improve it.

Why i is anybody puzzled about air rage?

Mmmmpf. Unnnngh. Mmm- 
mggghhh. Hrrrrmmnffff. 

Help! Oh, hello there. Finally got 
my knees out of my mouth. The 
pilot has finally told us that he has 
turned off the Fasten Seat Belt 
sign, and we are now free to move 
about the cabin. But, of course, if 
we do remain in our seats, he 
encourages us to leave our seat 
belts “comfortably” fastened. 

Comfortably? On today’s com- 
mercial airliners? In the cattle ... 
uh, I mean in the coach section? 

I was on vacation for a couple of 
weeks recently. Don’t worry, I’m 
not about to tell you how I spent it. 
The poor teachers in town will 
have enough of those things to read 
since that’s usually the first writ- 
ing assignment they give to the 
kids after school starts. 

But I can’t help venting a bit 
about what it was like getting to a 


few places, because I’m _ betting 
that there are at least a few people 
from Andover who have ridden on 
commercial jets recently, who have 
also ridden in the coach section. 

I’m also betting that some of you 
have been reading all of those sto- 
ries in the major metropolitan 
newspapers and seeing  news- 
magazine stories on the television 
about “air rage” — how so many 
more people are becoming less 
civil on a mode of transportation 
where they used to be so much 
more genteel. 

I’m guessing that there are tens 
— maybe hundreds — of thousands 
of dollars being spent on big inves- 
tigative reports, on studies, on con- 
vening focus groups and on psy- 
choanalyzing the reasons for this 
new syndrome. 

And I’m betting that all of us 
here in Andover could save the air- 
lines a lot of money by suggesting 
that, for starters, they get out a 
tape measure. 

Because while the major carri- 
ers spend vast amounts of time and 
money promoting low fares, how 
wonderful it is to be whisked off to 
exotic places and how friendly and 
courteous their employees are, 
they are in major denial about the 
fundamental, obvious cause of air 


‘rage. 


Sure, air travel does get us all to 
far away places much more quick- 
ly than any other currently avail- 
able method. And, based on my 
recent experience, the employees 
who deal directly with customers 
are indeed competent, friendly and 
helpful. 

But institutionally, the airline 
brass have about as much respect 
for passengers as they do for veal 
calves. 

It’s been suggested more than 
once that airline CEOs ought to 
ride a few times in coach. Obvious- 
ly, they haven’t. If they did — or if 
they were actually required to ride 
in coach every time they traveled 
— they wouldn’t be convening 
focus groups to find out why people 
are losing their sanity, not to men- 
tion their civility. Instead they’d 
be remodeling, returning the 
dimensions of seats back to what 
they once were, to a size that would 
actually accommodate the average 
human body. 

I’m slightly taller than average, 
at about 6 feet 1 inch, but definitely 
below average in weight, and I can 
barely fit in these seats. Before the 
guy in front of me lowers his seat 
back from its “full, upright posi- 
tion” as soon as we're off the 


ground, my knees are already

touching it. Some of my relatives, 
who are several inches taller and 
20 or 30 pounds heavier, feel like 
they are being confined for hours 
in a file cabinet drawer. 

Cram several hundred people 
into little slots like that for several 
hours, with barely enough room to 
shift your weight from one side of 
your butt to the other, and you 
don’t need a study to tell you why 
they’re on the edge of freaking out. 
Any normal person would be. 

The airline execs must think 
they can pull off what those Candid 
Camera skits do, where people sit 
down at a table in a restaurant, and 
over the next 10 minutes or so, the 
table rises to the point where it is 
just below their chins.

“If the flights aren’t rull, they just 
cancel some of them, and tell you 
it’s the weather,” one of them said. 

Then there was the trip on Amer- 
ican Airlines from Oregon. We had 
all trooped onto the plane, squeezed 
into our little slots, and I was read- 
ing a little booklet filled with happy 
anecdotes about how American 
employees had provided outstand- 
ing customer service. All true sto- 
ries, I’m sure. 

But departure time came and 
went, and the pilot came on to tell 
us that one of the tires was a bit 
low, and while they had hoped that 
it just needed a little air, he had 
just been informed that the tire 
needed to be changed, and that it 
would take about 40 minutes. 

He was polite. The flight atten- 
dants were polite. They all apolo- 
gized. But the fact remains that the 
company apparently couldn’t be 
bothered to even check the tires on 
one of their planes before loading it 
up with customers. 

It wasn’t a 40-minute delay. It 
was about an hour and a half. In 
Chicago there were still more prob- 
lems. So by the end of the day, we 
were three and a half hours late. 

Low prices are attractive. Smil- 
ing, thoughtful ticket agents are 
some small comfort. But what we 
passengers really want is a little 
space — an acknowledgment that 
we’re something more than a file 
folder.

Larsen. “There’s a strong element 
(in town) that is saying, “You need 
to get more efficient. Perhaps a 
representative town meeting is in 
order.” 

If selectmen do not vote to open 
the charter, Larsen says he will 
bring a warrant article on charter 
review to Town Meeting himself. 

That may be necessary, since 
Larsen’s fellow selectmen aren’t 
exactly jumping at the chance to 
support him. 

Chairman John Hess expresses 
reluctance to create another com- 
mittee that will study Town Meet- 
ing, because the League of Woman 
Voters (LWV) and Town Modera- 
tor Jim Doherty are already form- 
ing groups to address Town Meet- 
ing, he says. 


But Larsen says a charter com- 


mission would not simply limit its 
discussion to Town Meeting. 
“Everything (about Andover 
government) ought to be open for 
review. Everything. Do we 
appoint or elect Finance Commit- 
tee members? Do we have a town 


The 
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manager or not?” says Larsen. 
“Tt’s a completely open review of 
the charter.” 

Doherty acknowledges the 
committee he is forming “is not 
any earth-shaking thing. It is not a 
study of whether we should be 
opening up the charter.” 

But Doherty says he is not 
against selectmen creating a 
group to look at the charter, as 
long as the group begins the work 
without preconceived ideas. 

His group will take a sharper 
focus, looking at ways to improve 
the existing type of meeting. 

“Tm putting together a group of 
people who have had experience 
with attending many years of 
Town Meeting. I’m hoping to have 
a committee of about nine people, 
(at least one) from each section of 
town,” says Doherty. 

“We're going to tinker with the 


procedure of the existing Town 


Meeting,” he says. “My own feel- 
ing is I would like to see what we 
can come up with and try it out at 
the next meeting.” 

LWV member Madhu Sridhar 
says the League has created a one-

The questionnaire will be a 
part of the group’s first bulletin this fall, and 
also be available at the League’s table at the 
Know Your Town Fair on Sept. 18. 

“Depending on what the results of the sur- 
vey are, we may want to do a study of Town 
Meeting,” says Sridhar. 

But Sridhar indicates the League has not 
made up its collective mind. She says, “There 
are no leading questions in the questionnaire. 
We've tried to eliminate any form of bias.” 

Although the questionnaire does not make 
any specific reference to a_ representative 
Town Meeting, it does ask: “Are you in favor of 
maintaining an open town meeting? If not, 
what form of town government do you prefer?” 

If the town does decide to open and then 
change its charter with a Town Meeting and 
then special-ballot vote, the change would also 
need to be approved by the state Legislature, 
say town officials. 

Such a review and change would take sever- 
al years. 

“(I believe) the Town of Andover has the 
largest open form of democratic self-govern- 
ment in the world,” says Doherty. “I find it 
hard to believe that the rank and file who 
attend Town Meeting would want to give that 
up.”

School Committee members are mulling 
over the exact configuration of the two 
schools proposed for Cross Street, and are 
expected to vote on education specifica- 
tions of the schools at their next meeting, 
Tuesday. 

Meanwhile, discussions of the number 
and type of classrooms and configurations 
of the buildings are still under discussion 
at School Building Committee meetings, 
School Committee meetings, and meetings 
with architects. 

Architects Joel Seeley and Robert 
Kramer of Symmes, Maini, & McKee pre- 
sented a report last week to School Commit- 
tee members outlining the educational 
specifications recommended by architects, 
who spent hours interviewing teachers and

Andover goes back to school

System wide, the cost of new books 
and some related software for all the 
curriculum changes at the start of 
the 1999 school year totaled more 
than $300,000, says Assistant Superin- 
tendent Marinel McGrath. 

Major curriculum changes include 
a restructuring of the social studies 
curriculum for grades 3, 4, 6, 7, 8, and 
9, she says. 

The new social studies curricu- 
lum, based on frameworks outlined 
by the state, teaches Massachusetts 
and Andover history to third- 
graders, and ancient civilizations to 
fourth-graders, says McGrath. 

Sixth-graders will also study 
ancient civilizations, but in more 
detail, she says. Seventh- and eighth- 
graders will have a two-year course 
in American history, from coloniza- 
tion to 1815, and ninth-graders will 
study a new world civilization pro- 
gram, she says. 

In the middle schools, students 
have a new grammar and writing 
program, and the high school has 
adopted a new literature program for 
grades 9 and 10, which includes new 
novels and other materials. 


First-grade teachers received a 
new curriculum guide for math, 
which includes lessons on geometry, 
probability and statistics and alge- 
bra, McGrath says. 

Shawsheen School students have 
a busy year ahead, including a theme 
of conservation and trees, according 
to Principal Theresa Murphy. 

The program this year includes 
activities like harvesting and apple 
picking, science lessons about wood- 
land animals and evergreen trees, 
and a play based on the story of The 
Great Kapok Tree, Murphy says. 

The school is prepared for five 
kindergarten classes, four first-grade 
and four second-grade classes, and 
five classes of early childhood stu- 
dents, she says. 

“All the teachers are ready to go, 
even though they’re not supposed to 
be back until tomorrow,” Murphy 
said Tuesday. 

Students are expected at school on 
September 7. 

South School’s theme this year is 
“LINKS to Success,” says Principal 
Eileen Woods. LINKS stands for 
learning, involvement, networking, 
kindness and support. The theme will 


be integrated into classroom activi- 
ties, she says, but also in community 
activities like their Partners in Edu- 
cation (or PIE) program, which 
includes meetings with parents and 
school staff. 

“We want people to really know 
about the school and _ become 
involved, and use networking to 
build the supportive culture we fos- 
ter here,” Woods says. 

Bancroft School teachers are cel- 
ebrating an award of a new Light- 
house Technology grant for $40,000, 
which charges them with instructing 
teachers across the state on using 
mobile word processors (like AlphaS- 
mart) for instruction. 

They’re also celebrating new win- 
dows at eye- rather than knee-level 
on the second floor, a new ventilation 
system and new classroom partitions 
in the form of bookcases, says Princi- 
pal Norah McCarthy.

Temple Emanuel welcomes its first female rabbi 


By Rebecca Lipchitz 

Rabbi Karen Landy has made it her 
life’s work to find people on the fringes 
of community life, and bring them to the 
center. So as the congregation grows at 
Temple Emanuel in Andover, her ser- 
vice as the temple’s new assistant rabbi 
are filling an obvious need, says Rabbi 
Robert Goldstein. 

“We often speak of the importance of 
working with young people, but we 
don’t always follow thorough,” Gold- 
stein says of the decision to hire Landy 
to work with the youth and the aging 
population of the congregation. 

But Landy, who has worked as direc- 
tor of Jewish life at the University of 
Oregon, and in Philadelphia and 
Boston, is not arriving as an outsider. 

She grew up in Andover, graduated 
from Andover High School in 1980 and, 
as a child, was a member of the Temple 
Emanuel congregation. She now lives in 
North Andover with her family includ- 
ing daughter Maayan, 2°. 

Landy believes the increased need for 
youth programs across the country is 
due to several factors, including recent 
school violence and the symptoms of life 
in the computer age. 

“Kids don’t come home and play out- 
side any more,” she says. Family life 
that once consisted of several genera- 
tions living together under one roof has 
yielded to times in which some children 
grow up visiting a parent three times a 
year, she says, noting that such a 
dynamic has led to more and more sub- 
urban families seeking community 
through their place of worship. 

“A lot of what (families) are seeking 
from the congregation is a good school, 
but people want to connect, with the 
divine, and with other people,” she says. 

According to Goldstein, their school 
teaches more than 400 students. Most of 
the activities Landy will be handling 
with Andover children at Temple 
Emanuel will be suggestions children 
have made themselves, she says. 

Her spiritual work with AIDS

One advantage is that Andover has not had to 
resort to hiring uncertified teachers, as some area 
towns have reportedly done, Simms says. 

The Shawsheen Integrated Primary School 
seems to be weathering the shortage most easily. 
According to Principal Theresa Murphy, with the 
exception of one new position, a health teacher, all 
of their teachers have been at the school for at least 


Their new health teacher is one of many new 
such positions across the system as a new Health 
Education program begins, Bach says. 


says. 

“She’s going to bring back a lot of 
new ideas. That’s good for us,” he says. 

Landy is a bit of a new idea herself, as 
the first female rabbi of Temple 
Emanuel. While women have been 
allowed to become rabbis for 25 years, 
turnover at Temple Emanuel is very 
low, says Goldstein, who is going into 
his 10th year at the Temple. He was pre- 
ceded by Rabbi Harry Roth who served 
for more than 30 years, he says. 

When the congregation sought a new 
rabbi, considering the gender was irrel- 
evant, Goldstein says, but he believes it 
will be an asset to have a female rabbi as 
a role model for children in the congre- 
gation, including his daughters. 

Landy says she is happy to serve as a 
kind of female role model she never had, 
but takes her role one step further. 

Part of her work includes working 
with the congregation to develop rituals 
where they are needed, but may not 
have been part of tradition. 

While Jewish traditions have many 
rituals for the birth and coming of age of 
boys, there were few such rituals for 
girls until female rabbis or educated 
Jewish women decided to do something 
about it, Landy says. 

Bas mitzvahs, or the coming-of-age 
ritual for girls, was once traditionally 
held Friday nights, while bar mitzvahs, 
the same ritual for boys, was held on 
Saturday mornings, the Sabbath day, a 
time reserved for more significant cere- 
monies. 

Today bas mitzvahs and bar mitz- 
vahs are both held on the Sabbath. 
Women have also created rituals for 
welcoming baby girls into the world, 
such as washing their feet, the way 
Abraham welcomed a stranger, she 
says. 

Goldstein says now is the perfect 
time to welcome a new rabbi to the Tem- 
ple, as high holidays begin on Rosh 
Hashanah next weekend. 


“We feel very fortunate to have got- 


ten her here. It’s a real coup,” he says.

Ralph and Lana Pass are no strangers to 
disembarking cruise ships. But last week 
was the first time the cruise lovers have 
faced the possibility of leaving in a lifeboat. 

The Passes, of Lavender Hill Lane, were 
two of the 2,400 passengers shaken awake 
early Tuesday, Aug. 24, when their cruise 
liner Norwegian Dream collided with a 
cargo vessel in the English Channel around 
1 a.m. 

“An officer came on the speaker. All he 
said was, ‘Code Delta! Code Delta! Code 
Delta!’ But it was the panic in his voice as he 
said it that made you know something had 
happened,” says Lana Pass. 

Passengers were quickly given life jackets 
and waited by their life-boat stations for 
about an hour while cruise liner personnel 
assessed the damage. 

“It’s very clear to me (from the damage) 
the cruise ship struck the cargo ship. The 
issue is, who should have given way? Who 
had the right of way?” says Ralph Pass. 

Eventually, the Dream limped to Dover, 
its final destination, while the crew aboard 
the cargo ship, Ever Decent, continued to 
fight an on-board fire and the possibility of 
sinking. It took nearly a week for workers to 
put out the blaze, according to reports. 

The ships, which reportedly weighed 
more than 50,000 gross tons each, collided at 
about 1 a.m. The cruise ship suffered dam- 
age to the bow and front third of the star- 
board side, almost exactly diagonally oppo- 
site from where the Passes were sleeping. 
Only minor injuries were reported aboard 
the Norwegian Dream, but its next cruise, 
scheduled to begin later that same day, was 
reportedly canceled because of the damage. 

Pass remembers feeling the impact of the 
collision, and says he actually expected to 
find less damage than he did. 

“I was awakened by the ship vibrating 
violently, I could tell by the shaking this was 
full reverse,” says Ralph Pass.

“T wanted to think that we hadn’t 
hit, but I knew that we had,” says 
Lana Pass. “I think I was dressed in 
about 30 seconds. Since it was the 
last night of the cruise, almost 
everyone had packed their bags and 
put them in the hallway.” 

“As close as they were, it felt like 
one hit, but you could distinguish 
two or three, and feel the shudder 
through the ship,” she says. 

The Passes say the people aboard 
behaved well under the circum- 
stances, and were given updates by 
the crew every 10 minutes or so. 

“I was particularly impressed 
with how calm the people were — 
both the passengers and the crew,” 
says Lana Pass. “There was no 
pushing, no shoving, no yelling. 
Everyone just had this solemn look 
on their face.”

From their spot on the deck, the 
Passes could see the cargo ship los- 
ing control, and a fire beginning to 
burn. Some of the containers aboard 
the cargo ship fell onto the cruise 
ship, and others landed in the water. 

“As we looked at (the cargo ship), 
you could tell that it was listing. The 
longer you looked, you could tell it 
was listing more and more,” says 
Ralph Pass.

The ship’s captain reportedly 
steered the Ever Decent into shallow 
water and was able to correct that 
problem, but it took days before the 
fire aboard the ship was extin- 
guished.

It looked sort of like a dozen 
fireworks finales going off at once — 
and all in red,” says Lana Pass.

get a kick 
out of soccer 


It’s the weekend, and cars fill the parking 
lot beyond capacity. Smoke wafts skyward 
from well-used grills. 

Is this Foxboro stadium for a Patriots 
game? 

No, it’s Andover’s upper Shawsheen soccer 
fields, hosting an end-of-season spectacular. 

Saturday, Aug. 27, about 150 players from 
six teams in the Andover adult summer soccer 
league descended on upper Shawsheen for a 
round-robin tournament and barbecue. 

The tournament was won by the team 
coached by Andover resident Steve Smith, and 
the food was tackled by all. 

“What made it a great tournament was the 
level of play. It was what a summer league is 
supposed to be — competitive, but somewhat 
recreational,” says commissioner John 
Nourse. 

Nourse says the summer league is a combi- 
nation of “guys who play in the leagues in the 
spring and fall that allow slide tackling,” and 
those who are a bit more laid back on the field. 

“We have guys who are 55, 60 years old and 
they come down with the knee braces and — 
damn — they run their butts off,” he says. “It’s 
an interesting mix. 

“These (fall and spring) players, they’re 
fanatics,” he says. “These guys will play in 
Burlington or Topsfield. They'll play in an 
indoor league at 11 o’clock at night, at mid- 
night sometimes.” 

While there is some sentiment to make the 
summer league more intense, Nourse is push- 
ing to keep the summer league a little less 
competitive than the indoor, fall and spring 
adult leagues in town. 

“There are a lot of people in town who 
might consider playing in this league if it was- 
n’t so competitive,” he says. “This creates an 
opportunity for someone who in interested in 
soccer, but is not yet at that (next) level.” 

As a co-ed league, the summer league also 
provides women with an opportunity to play. 
Each team must have five women on the roster 
and one woman on the field at all times. Men 
aged 25 and older, and women 18 and older are 
allowed to play. 

The fee for playing in most leagues is about 
$50, says Nourse, to cover the cost of the fields 
and referees.

There’s no evidence of a stop sign 
at the Crossroads. 

Crossroads Coffeehouse, the coffee- 
house that could in the basement of 
North Parish Unitarian Universalist 
Church in North Andover, is motor- 
ing along as it begins its second 
decade next Saturday, Sept. 11. 

Providing the first cup of musical 
java Sept. 11 is Northern Lights, a 
Boston Music Award-winning. blue- 
grass band. 

The band, which mixes western 
swing, blues, folk, jazz and cajun 
music has amassed an impressive col- 
lection of favorable clippings, and 
none of it’s because its mandolin play- 
er and vocalist is Townsman editor 
Taylor Armerding. 

Doors open at 7:15 p.m., with the 
show starting at 8 p.m. Tickets are 
$12. For more info call 687-3960, or 687- 
7948 after 5:30 the night of the concert. 

“People like us just like to play,” 
says Armerding. “We do this on the 
weekends. It’s fun.” 

Those who attend next Saturday’s 
show will see that Northern Lights’ 
brand of fun is a bit different than 
most bluegrass bands’, as about half 
of the songs the band plays at its live 
shows are original works. 

They'll also see a somewhat new 
lineup since the band last performed 
at Crossroads about seven years ago, 
with bassist Chris Miles, who 
Armerding says has been with the 
group for three years and is “far and 
away the best bass player we’ve had.” 

One reason Crossroads consistent- 
ly gets recognizable names like 
Northern Lights is its setting.

“Someone like Cheryl Wheeler has 
gotten a huge buzz off of this anti-gun 
song she wrote,” he says. “I bet she’s 
doing Crossroads. 

(In fact, she closes out the season 
May 13, even though Adami says “we 
had to fight to get her.’’) 


“That would be an example of 
someone who doesn’t have to play 
Crossroads but will, because there’s a 
real community feeling,” he says. “If 
Crossroads had them in when they 
were small, then they'll come back in 
when they’re medium or big.” 

After Northern Lights leads off, the 
rest of this year’s starting nine 
includes Taylor Whiteside, Oct. 9;

Japan to Andover: 1864

Andover Historical Society intern 

A group of professors from Doshisha University in Kyoto, Japan, visited the Andover 
Historical Society last Thursday, Aug. 26. They were interested in researching the past of 
Joseph Hardy Neesima, founder and first president of Doshisha University. Neesima came 
to Andover from Japan in 1865 at the age of 21 and studied at Phillips Academy, Amherst 
College, and Andover Theological Seminary. He lived with the Chandler family on 17 Hid- 
den Road. He returned to Japan in 1874 and founded Doshisha University as a center for a 
wide range of higher learning. 

At the Andover Historical Society Research Center, the men studied the family file on 
Neesima, the file and pictures of Neesima’s former residence at 17 Hidden Road, viewed 
maps, purchased several items of Andover memorabilia, took copies of all the historical 
society’s information on Neesima and several photos. They were also able to read high- 
lights of the Amos Blanchard House, the historical society’s house museum, in Japanese 
translated by Jennifer Koch-Weser Cullen. After lunch at the Lantern Brunch, the five men 
visited the home in which Neesima lived while in Andover and took a tour of Phillips Acad- 
emy, where they viewed the great statue that honors Neesima on the campus grounds. 
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Mr. Johnson was a 
machinist at the Boston 
Naval Shipyard for 32 years 
before he retired. 

He was a former member 
of Andover Baptist Church 
and Masonic Lodge _ in 
Somerville.
